CALCUTTA. — Indian Prime Min- 
ister Indira Gandhi flew into this 
West Bengal capital yesterday for 
crisis talks with the state govern 
ment as a cholera epidemic raged 
through border areas where millions 
of East Pakistanis have taken refuge. 

Highly informed diplomatic sour- 
ces Said here that the death toll 
in the cholera wave stood at about 
8,000 yesterday. Health officials con- 
firmed in New Delhi that the figure 
could be as high as that, though no 
precise figure was available. 

Tens of thousands τῷ refugees are 
crowding all approaches to lcutta 
and round Dum Dum Airport and 
Mrs. Gandhi took a helicopter to 
the city, She said on arrival she 
would discuss moving .the masses 
of refugees from overcrowded bor- 
der districts of West Bengal and 
the airport to other areas, as well 
as the serious cholera situation. 

Authorities are already stopping 
refugees from entering Calcutta it- 
self and many are camping in tem- 
porary shelters and in the open air 
amid filth on the city outskirts. 

In Moscow, sources reported the 
Soviet Union will send four trans- 
port planes to India to help airlift 
the refugees from the camps to the 
interior of India. 

The Soviet decision to help India 
followed Thursday's report that the 
U.S. would supply four giant C-130 
transport planes for the refugee 
problem, According to the sources, 
the American planes are already 
operating in the sensitive region, 
which lies close to the Chinese bor- 
der. 

The Press Trust of India news 
agency quoted the East Pakistan 
Secessionist “Free Bengal” radio as

saying that several hundred people 
‘were now dying of cholera across 
tne border in East Pakistan. 

The clandestine radio quoted a 
spokesman of the Bangla Desh Red 
Cross Society saying that there 
were none to attend the dead or 
dying and bodies were rotting at se- 
veral places. ‘Horrified people are 
fleeing, leaving behind their sick 
relatives,” he sald 

In India, the central government 
coordinator for relief efforts along 
the frontier with East Pakistan, 
Col. Pran Nath Lutra, said there 
was a serious shortage of the saline 
solution which is given to cholera 
victims to prevent their death from 
dehydration. 

He said during the last two days 
40,000 bottles of the solution had 
arrived in Calcutta but that more 
was still needed. “We are very 
short of saline,” he said. “We are 
now asking for 50,000 bottles more.” 

Soldiers and volunteers were ino- 
culating other refugees to try to 
eheck the spread of the disease. 

In New Delhi, Health Minister 
Uma Shanker expressed near help- 
lessness regarding the influx of re- 
fugees, now estimated at 4.4 million 
and growing by 50,000 a day ac- 
cording to the government. “At the 
rate they are coming in, at one 
stage it might be difficult to supply 
them anything, let alone medicines,” 
he told Parliament. 

(Uganda announced on Friday 
that five people have died in that 
country's first cholera: outbreak. 
Another 40 confirmed cases are 
being treated. Cholera has been re- 
ported both in Sudan and neigh- 
bouring Kenya.)

U.S. lifts barriers on 
goods to Soviet 


WASHINGTON (AP). ~~ In a turn- 
about of policy, the U.S. bas ap- 
proved eences that will allow 
American businessmen to export 
about $85m. worth of equipment for 
manufacturing automobiles and 
trucks to the Soviet Union. 

The Commerce Department con- 
firmed that the licences were issued 
last Friday. Only last month a 
Commerce official said the licence 
applications were being held up be- 
cause it wag In the national inte- 
rest. 

The new authorization amounts 
to more than two-thirds the dolar 
value of U.S. exports to the Soviet 
Union last year. 

The department's office of export 
control, in that licences 
were issued, denied that any major 
policy shift was involved. 

Some of the applications were 
nearly two years old, 


Government regulations require 
specific licences for exports that are 
considered strategic in nature. The 
Defence Department had reportedly 
argued that exporting automobile 
machinery and machine tools would 
strengthen the Russian military ca- 
pability. “ 

Approval of the licences is re- 
garded as an attempt to open new 
trade channels and political and dip- 
lomatic ties with the Soviet Union. 

Meanwhile the U.S. will announce 
next Thursday a list of commodities 
that American industry may ship to 
China, The list is not expected to 
include items of a strategic nature. 

Under export regulations, the Gov- 
ernment grants a general licence 
for exports to shippers unless there 
is a question of exporting strategic 
materials.

THE SOVIET WORD GAME 


A CHINESE emperor who was 
asked on ascending the throne 
what he intended to do to save 
his country, replied: “I will first 
restore the meaning of words.” 


I recalled this story while read- 
ing an article by Bertram Wolfe, the 
noted expert on Soviet affairs, on 
his experiences with a short Rus- 
slan-English dictionary published in 
1942 by the State Publishing House.

In addition, there 
were reports on elections to the 
meetings, circulars and various 
printed papers mainty connected 
with Londespolitik. I studied this 
material ‘before writing an essay on 
Landespolitik. One day in December, 
1930, I again vistted the flat Jn the 
‘Waebringerstrasse, but the ward- 
robe was empty—not one letter 
remained. Those were cold days 


-and the new maid had used the 


entire archive to light fires in every 
room! And with the fires the me- 
mory of some fine Jewish poltic- 
lama was destroyed. My notes for 
the essay had also been sacrificed 
to the flames. 


Twenty years tater, the widow of 
a well-known London Zionist showed 
me Δ trunk full of Zionist material 
and letters, among them some from 
‘Chaim Weizmann, and I tried to 
persuade her to send them to the 
Central Zionist Archives in Jerusa- 
jem. She refused, saying that she 
would like to keep these precious 
papers of her late husband I also 
inquired about pictures. Yes, she 
remembered that for many years 
she had kept a picture of Herzl in 
the cellar. At last the picture, 
wrapped in an old carpet, was 
brought up from the cellar. It was 
the famous portrait of Heral by 
Leopold Pitichowski, Another por- 
tralt of Herzl by Pilchowski is in 
the Knesset. After some effort I 
persuaded the woman not to keep 
the picture in the cellar but to 
present it to the State of Israel. 


‘A couple of years later I met 


* her again. She had moved from house 


to house, and whenever she left one 
place for another she looked through 
the material and threw half of it 
away. And thus it came about that 
tthe large trunk became a smali one, 
‘and the small one e portfolio, and 
later — an envelope. In the end, 
nothing remained, and because of 
‘this the memory of her ‘beloved 
husband faded and his activities were 
forgotten, 


These two episodes — let us 

hope — will influence readers who 

Zionist documents to present

Tt is the function of the Zionist 
Archives" to collect documents in 
order to preserve them from des- 
truction. They constitute an histori- 
cal documentation and record of the 
Presidents and members of the 
Executive of the Zionist Organi- 
zation and the Jewish Agency; of 
diplomats and politicians and those 
who worked elther within or out- 
side of the Zionist Movement, for 
or against Eretz Yisrael. The Ar- 
chives pronounce judgment, praise 
or reprimand, and supply material 
for historians and scholars to enable 
them to record great names of 
Jewish and Christian Zionists in all 
countries and of all periods. 
After the First Zionist Congress 
in Basle and the establishment of 
the Zionist Organization in 1897, 
Zionists from all parts of the world 
contacted the Zionist Bureau in 
Vienna.

In 1899, the Zionist General Coun- 
cil appealed to the chairmen of 
Zionist federations in many parts 
of the world to send three copies 
of all printed material to Vienna 
{Tuerkenstrasse 9)—one for the 
Zionist Bureau, one for its official 
organ, “Die Welt,” and one for the 
Zionist Archives. Suggestions were 
published in the Zionist press with 
regard to the type of material ‘to 
be collected for aventual use as 
Zionist propaganda. Pictures of 
Jewish hardship suffered in East 
‘Europe were mentioned, as well as— 
in contrast—- photographs of the 
new fe in the settlement in Eretz 
Yisrael. 

When David Wolffsohn was elec- 
ted President of the Zionist Orga- 
nization after Herzl’s death, the 
Central Zionist Bureau was trans- 
ferred to Cologne (1905). Part of 
the Vienna Archives also went to 
Cologne. Nahum Sokolow, the new 
Secretary-General of the Zionist 
Organization, reported to the Highth 
Zionist Congress at The Hague (1907) 
that the perusal of the Vienna ma- 
terial “had been causing and was 
stil some difficulties.” In- 
dependently of the material at the 
Cologne office, a Wolffsohn Archives 
was established under the special 
oe of Dr, Abraham Ro! 

olffsohn’s secretary end bdiogra- 
pher, and éf Batti Leszynsky.

Students from many countries came 
to study documents on the Mandate, 
on Eretz Yisrael, colonization, 
Jewish migration and Zionist funds, 
on which subjects they wrote their 
theses. Many written enquiries 
were recelved and answered, and 
material was sometimes sent out 
on loan. 

The Eighteenth Zionist Congress 
in Prague (1983) dealt with the 
catastrophe that had befallen Ger- 
man Jewry and saw in theiremig- 
ration the only answer to the-Nazi 
policy of persecution. Accordingly, 
the Zionist Executive transferred 


the Archives to Jerusalem. Further ἡ 


material—such as Zionist pavers, 
books, pictures and photographs — 
was added to the documentary sec- 
tion, the Lbrary, the mewspaper 
archives and the picture archives. 
The Zionist Executive showed much 
understanding and interest in the 
work of the Archives, and, towards 
the end of 1934, it appointed an 
Archives Commission, headed by 
Yitzhak Gruenbaum, to work out 
proposals for its enlargement.

A dibliogra- 
phical bulletin, “Zionist Literature,” 
appears monthly. 

The Zionist Library of the Cen- 
tral Archives contains the finest 
collection of Zionist works, of rare 
books, pamphlets and Ddooklets “in 
all ignguages. Among the publica- 
tions which the Zionist Archives 
hes prepared and edited are Herzl’s 
Complete Works” in Hebrew. The 
Herzl Museum, too, was established, 
‘according to the plan of the Ar- 
chives. The Zionist Executive has 
agreed to erect 8 new modern build- 
ing to house the Archives. 

The Archives, with tens of 
mililons of documents, is among 
the most ‘important and up-to-date 
Jewish archives in existence. It in- 
cludes a microfilm department, a 
collection of photographs, films of 
the Zionist press and a recording 
section. They organize exhibitions 
and are in touch with scientific and 
research institutlons in all parts of 
the world. Today it tas become 
almost impossible to write on Zio- 
nist ‘history or on Zionist πον 
lities without the help of Zio- 
nist Archives, 

Archives are the graveyard of 
dead papers and documents. They 
can, however, be brought back to 
life if used by writers and histo- 
tians. The names aud deeds of our 
at ieaders are commemorated 


for all time in the Central Zionist 
Archives of Jerusalem. It is the 
duty, not only of Zionist bodies, but 
also of Jews in possession of his- 
toric Mocuments, to present aH Zio- 
nist material to the Oentral Zionist 
Archives.

Village upset 
over arrests 
of terrorists

ACRE, --- Arrabeh, the West Gall-

after the arrest of several mem- 
bers of a family for being in 
league with the terrorists. Local 
Council Chalrman Ahmed Tewfik 
on Friday condemned the 10 men 
arrested for membership in a tér- 


rorist organization. 
Saleh Ayadeh,-19, of Arrabeh, 
erossed the border over a year 


ago and returned op May 4 this 
year from Lebanon, guiding a 
gang of terrorists on a mission of 
‘hiding arms and sabotage mate- 
Tials and to recruit agents and 
saboteurs at his home village and 
In the neighbourhood. The gang 
penetrated the Number Nine mili- 
tary training area in Western 
Galilee, encountered an Israel sol- 
dier, David Hiliel, 22, and murder- 
ed him.
